The concurrent resolution for final ad- 
journment of congress at 4 oclock tomor- 
row, Was received from the senate and 
agreed to. 

At 7:30 o’clock the house took a recess 
for two hours. 

At $:30 o’clock the house was called to 
order with a dozen members on the floor. 
A recess was taken until 10:30° o’clock, 
when the enrollment of several bills was 
reported and Speaker Reed signed them. 
At 10:50 o’cleck the sundry civil appropria- 
tion bill was signed; and then, it being 
found that the District of Columbia appro- 
priation bill would not be ready tamig\, 
on motion of Mr. Dingley, about twenty 
members being present, the house adjourn- 
ed until tomorrow. This brought an end 
to the legislative day of Saturday, June 
6th, which extended over a period of 108 
hours, ae ; 


at the Supreme Oourt. 


Washington, June 10.—In spite of the fact 
that it was generally believed that this 
would be the last day of the session there 
was a rather slim attendance in the gal- 
leries and the day’s proceedings were de- 
void of interest or excitement. There was 
also a dearth of senators present, and 
whenever a call for a quorum was made 
considerable time was spent in looking up 
the requisite forty-five senators. There al- 
Ways seemed to be a feeling of doubt in 
the chamber that such a number could be 
secured, and a feeling of relief was mani- 
fested whenever the quorum was obtained. 

The contempt of court bill was the great- 
est bone of contention during the day, and 
was finally passed. It divides contempts 
of court into two classes—direct, committed 
in the presence of the court; and all other, 
indirect. Summary punishment is provided 
for direct contempt. For indirect con- 
tempt reasonable opportunity is given the 
accused to purge himself ef such contempt 
and to have a trial by jury. Writs of error 
will lie to the supreme court. 

In advocating the passage of the bill Mr. 
Butler, of North Carolina, arraigned the 
SsTOWing power of the supreme court to in- 
fluence legislation. After speaking of the 
instances in which the supreme court had 
upset legislation demanded by the people, 
referring especially to the income tax, he 
described the supreme court as the third 
legislative house, elected by nobody, repre- 
senting nobody, accountable to nobody, in- 
consistently arrogating to itself the au- 
thority and power to decide that congress 
did not know what it was doing, and which 
had decided that the income tax was bad 
legislation as well as unconstitutional. It 
must have been an oversight in the bill, he 
said, which increased the power of these 
courts beyond that conferred by the consti- 
tution. 

He referred to the summary treatment of 
Debs, the Chicago labor leader, who was 
Sent to prison for contempt of court in not 
respecting the injunction issued by the 
courts to prevent the strikers from interfer- 
ing with the movements of trains. Such 
powers vested in the judiciary was a relic 
of old world barbarism and tyranny, as a 
protest to which this government was con- 
stituted. Yet, after only a little over a 
hundred years’ existence this government 
was sinking into this groove of tyranny. 

Of the two appropriation bills on which 
differences between the two houses blocked 
the way to adjournment the District of Co- 
lumbia bill was compromised by continuing 
the appropriation to sectarian- charities, 
but declaring that no further appropria- 
tions for this purpose shall be made after 
June 30, 1897. ‘he conferees on the sundry 
civil ‘bill reported a further disagreement, 
but just before recess was taken an agree- 
ment was reported, the house receding from 
its disagreement to the senate amendment 
providing for the erection of public build- 
ings at Boise City, Idaho; Cheyenne, Wyo.; 
Salt Lake City, Utah, and Helena, Mont. 
The following bills were passed: 

Increasing the pay of letter carriers. 

To prevent the transportation of spiritu- 
ous liquors under false names. 

The bill increasing the pension of Fran- 
cis FE. Hoover was passed over the presi- 
dent’s veto. 

The latter part of the day’s session was 
occupied by speeches by Mr. Stewart, of 
Nevada, and Mr. Butler, of North Carolina, 
arraigning generally congress and the ad- 
ministration. 

A concurrent resolution for final adjourn- 
ment tomorrow at 4 o’clock was agreed to 
and at 6:40 o’clock the senate took a recess 
until 9:30 this evening. 

The first ripple on the placid current of 
inaction at the night session was caused by 
a motion entered by Mr. Hale, of Maine, to 
reconsider the vote by which the senate 
today passed the sundry civil bill to in- 
crease the’ pay of letter carriers. 

Just before 11 o’clock the sundry civil bill 
and several minor bills were received from 
the house and immediately signed by the 
vice president. 

The senate then adjourned until tomor- 
row at 11 o’clock.

He Issues an Interesting and Bold 
Statement in Their Behalf. 


HISTORIAN’S RINGING WORDS 


It Is the Upraising of the Common 


People, 


THE SILVER DOLLAR'S RECORD IN THE PAST 


It Is the Only Honest Dollar and the 
Other Is a Fraud and the 
People Know It. 


Indianapolis, June 10.—The following was 
written by the eminent historian, John 
Clark Ridpath, in response to an inquiry by 
Frank Horan, chairman of the democratic 
central committee of the fifth Indiana dis- 
trict, as to whether Mr. Ridpath would run 
for congress on a democratic ticket. He 
had always been a republican. 

“There is just one great question before 
the American people and that is whether 
they will be.compelled by the international 
gold conspiracy, having its bifurcations in 
London and New York, to transact their 
business, and in particular to pay their 
debts, with a cornered dollar worth two 
for one, fraudulently substituted for the 
dollar of the law and the contract, or 
whether they (the people) will reclaim their 
right to transact their business and pay 
their debts according to the terms of the 
contract and according to justice. 

A Great Falsehood. 

‘It is said by the emissaries of the gold 
propaganda that they who advocate the 
restoration for our coinage and money to 
the exact condition which it held prior 
to the act of 1873 are dishonest; that they 
wish to coin 50 cents’ worth of silver 
into a dollar and compel creditors to accept 
that in Heu of an honest dollar. Than this 
there never was a greater sophism and 
falsehood. What the people desire and 
what they intend to do is to coin a hundred 
cents’ worth of silver, that is, a dollar’s 
worth, that is 371% grains of silver, into a 
dollar, and by that act to break the corner 
on gold and reduce the exaggerated pur- 
chasing power of that metal to its normal 
standard. 

“If any man dare say that 371% grains of 
pure silver are not a dollar’s worth let him 
be challenged with the question whether 
that amount of uncoined silver will not 
purchase as much of the average of twenty- 
five of the great staples of the American 
market, including real estate and labor, 
as the same silver would purchase twenty- 
five years ago. Let him answer that truly, 
or forever afterward hold his peace. As a 
matter of fact the uncoined silver in the 
American dollar will buy more of the aver- 
age of our great staples thagp the same 
would buy fn 1875. 

Praises Governor Matthews. 

‘What then? The limited supbly of gold 
in the world has been cornered by those 
who own it. They are few—very few—and 
the people are millions. The price of the 
cornered gold has advanced more and more, 
until it has become worth almost two for 
one. All the while coined gold has con- 
cealed the fallacy that is in it. The gold 
eagle still proclaims itself $10, although it 
has advanced in purchasing power until it 
is nearly $20. Under this obscure and 
fraudulent process all productive industries 
have been crushed to the earth. They who 
labor in the fields- and’ shops have been 
virtually ruined. 

“The claim that gold coin ds the ‘sound 
money,’ the ‘honest money’ of the world, 
and that silver money—real, primary silver 
money, on our old statutory ratio—is dis- 
honest and unsound money is the most 
false, as it is the most adroit, proposition 
ever put forth by interested parties to de- 
fraud the people of a great nation, I re- 
joice that our noble governor, Claude Mat- 
thews, has repudiated it and taken his 
stand on the side of truth and justice with 
the honest people from whom he sprang. 
He is worthy of all praise.’’

American Residents in Havana Are 
Pleased with Him. 

New York, June 10.—Am%ng the passen- 
gers on the steamer City of Washington, 
which arrived this morning from Havana, 
were J. G. Delgado and his son, J. M. 
Delgado. 

Both gentlemen have suffered many in- 
dignities at the hands of Spanish officials 
in Cuba and are on their way to Wash- 
ington, where they will lay there griev- 
ances before the president and Secretary 
Olney. Dr. Delgado hed an interview with 
Consul General Lee previous to leaving 
Havana. 

The City of Washington's passengers, in 
conversation this morning at quarantine, 
stated that the newly appointed consul, 
General Fitzhugh Lee, was rapidly famil- 
iarizing himself with the routine duties 
of his office and the American residents in 
Havana were much pleased with the ag- 
gressive spirit shown by the consul gen- 
eral. There was also on board the City of 
Washington Felix Cabello, an oficer in tne 
Spanish service, said to be on an impor- 
tant errand to this country. 


TO BE SHOT TODAY. 


Insurgents Capture a Party of Guer- 
rillas—Spanish Ave Indignant 
Havana, June 10.—Benite Falcon was sen- 
tenced to death today, and will be shot to- 
morrow in the Cabanas fortress for the 

crime of rebellion. 

The military commander at Bermeja, in 
the province of Matanzas, reports that a 
party of twenty-nine guerillas returned, 
ten rejoined the rebels, and two are be- 
lieved to have been killed.

sular agent at Cardenas, who is investigat- 
ing the matter of the burning of the crops 
and buildings upon an estate in that vi- 
cinity which is said to have been the prop- 
erty of a citizen of the United States, and 
burned by Spanish troops. 


WIBORG WANTS A PARDON. 


A Petition Signed by Members of the 


Senate and House Presented. 
Washington, June 10.—The petition of 
Captain J. H. S. Wiborg, master of the 
steamship Horsa, for pardon, was pre- 
scnted to the president today by Wiborg’s 
counsel. The petition was! indorsed bv 
nearly all the members of the senate and 
the house, irrespective of party, and the

the Atlantic coust, The latter speak very 
highly of Captain Wibosg’s character. 
Captain Wilborg, in his. petition, says he 
did not make any concealment of his par- 
ticipation in the Horsa affair. He claims 
that had he supposed that he was violating 
any law of this country it would have 
appeared in evidence, but the petitioner 
was wholly unconscious 6f any guilt. No 
evidence was presented, he says, that fie 
had any knowledge of the expedition wnen 
he left the United States except mere in- 
ferences. He calls attention to the fact that 
he is a foreigner and as officer of the 
Horsa obeyed the orders of the charterers. 
Captain Wiborg contends that the federal 
judges had held in similar cases that the 
facts as presented did not constitute a 
military expedition. Attention is called to 
the dissenting opinion of Justice Harlan, of 
the United States supreme court, on the 
ground that Captain Wiborg did not vio- 
late the law of the land, The petitioner 
thinks it hard that a foreigner, who has 
all his life followed the sea, should be 
punished because he fad, through igno- 
rance and without intention done an act 
which now for the first time its declared 
by a majority of the supreme court to be a 
violation of law. 


HARVARD STUDENTS 
AND THE COPS FIGHT. 


HARVARD’S VICTORY OVER 
PRINCETON CAUSES A RIOT. 


Three Thousand Students Turn Out 
To Celebrate—Pistols Were 
Plentiful.

Roston, Mass., June 10.—(Special.)—The 
biggest riot Cambridge has ever seen oc- 
curred right in Harvard square between 8 


and 9 o’clock tonight. 
It was a clash between 3,000 Harvard 


men and nearly 100 policemen. 
The origin of the trouble was the bois- 
trous celebration of the victory over 


Princeton. 

Revolvers mere freely used and the en- 
tire square was a scene of confusion and 
tumult. Three students were arrested and 


one ‘was seriously injured. 

When victory was announced on the 
bulletin boards over 1,000 students began 
to make Rome how! and the square was a 
nerfect pandemonium, <A _ protession of 
3,000 students was formed and in solid 
ranks marched through the streets. Near- 
ly every other man was armed with a 
revolver and they kept up a rapid firing. 

The police who were out in extra force 
lining the procession on! both | sides, in 
charge of the chief himself, did not relish 
the whole display of firearms in violation 
of the law. ' 

At Harvard square the procession halted 
and the trouble began. Way out on the 
edge of the crowd ‘was seen two police- 
men carrying off Clay Stone Briggs, a 
Galveston, Tex., student, arrested for dis- 
charging his revolver. 

With one mad rush the 3,000 students 
dashed to the rescue, but a big squad of 
police anticipated their move. They met 
just in front of the police station. With 
clubs, revolvers and fists they fought, but 
finally the officers succeeded in getting 
their prisoners into the house, They were 
Briggs, Goldthwait, H. Dorr, of Orange, 
N. J., and Arthur T. Pilling, of Washing- 
ton, D. C. Pilling had ht”: head smashed 
in by a blow from a policeman’s club. 

But the riot was far from being quelled. 

The mob surrounded the little prison in 
numbers sufficient to almost lift it up and 
carry it off. The chief of police formally 
commanded the mob to disperse, but his 
speech was greeted with groans and 
hisses. The boys were determined, and 
won their point, too, for they never budged 
until their comrades were admitted to 
bail, when they carried them off on their 
shoulders. 

There is a serious question whether or 
not the police will permit the procession 
tomorrow morning to escort the team. It 
is feared that there may be even a worse 
riot than that of tonight and the militia 
will be called out if necessary to aid the 
local police in maintaining order. The 
students and the police are terribly ex- 
cited and bloodshed is expected at any 
moment,

BOTH MEN SHOT TO KILL 


And Both Succeeded—One Lives Three 
Hours Without Any Brains. 
Dade City, Fla., June 10.—A shooting af- 
fray occurred in the woods between Lacoo- 
chee and Trilby yesterday, in which Dray- 
ton McKinney and C. J. Raulerson lost 

their lives. 

It appears that McKinney thought Raul- 
erson tog intimate with his sister, Mc- 
Kinney went to see Justice of the l’eace 
George Pinkston relative to a warrant for 
Raulerson’s arrest, and found him in the 
woods building a fence. While talking; 
Raulerson rode up, also to see the justice 
relative to threats he had heard about the 
case. 

McKinney spoke to him, saying: ‘Good 
morning,’’ at the same time throwing up 
his rifle and sending a ball through Rauler- 
son’s body. Raulerson immediately return- 
ed the fire with a shotgun, shootirg out 
McKinney’s brains. McKinney died in 
three hours and Raulerson died this morn- 
ing.

UNDER THE STARS AND STRIPES 
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Massachusetts, the New. Battleship, 
Receives Its Commission. 

Philadelphia, June 10.—The battivship 
Massachusetts was put into commission to- 
day. Since the successful official trial trip 
in April the vessel has been at Cramps’s 
‘shipyard receiving the final touches that 
were to make her completely in trim for 
acceptance by the government, 

This morning the ship was taken to the 
League island navy yard in charge of Cap- 
tain Sargent, the Cramps’s shipmaster, who 
then made his formal abdication in favcr. 
of the navy yard's commandant, Captair: 
Farquhar. The crew and the officers as- 
sembled on deck, Commandant Farquhar 
turned the ship over to Captain Frederick 
Rodgers and Captain Rodgers read alcud 
the orders from the navy department by 
which he was instructed to assume com- 
mand. The’ colors of the nation went up 
gloriously and the ship was duly in com- 
mission, legally entitled to join the Atlantic 
squadron to which she has been detailed. 


THEY ARE MOURNED AS DEAD. 
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The Mascot Is Supposed To Have 
Foundered at Sea. 

Baltimore, Md., June 10.—The families of 
the crew of the tug Mascot, which left here 
November 27th, with arms and aimmuni- 
tion for the Cuban insurgents, have given 
up hope of ever seeing the men again. 

The Mascot was a large and stanch sea- 
going tug, destined, it was stated, fur duty 
along the coast of Cuba, in the landing cf 
supplies. from vessels and other work. She 
passed out from Cape Henry November 
29th. Within a few days one of the incst 
terrible gales of recent years swep: the 
ocean, and the tug is supposed to have 
foundered. Not a word has een heard of 
the crew from the day she steamed t cf 
the capes. The tug was in comma‘id. of 
Captain A: McCreary, of New Yor.

The Republican National Committee Is 
Seating Delegations 


FAVORING THE OHIO MAN 


So Decided Was the Vote That the 
Buckeye Man’s Nomination 


IS GENERALLY CONCEDED ON FIRST BALLOT 


Powell Clayton Shows His Hand as a 
Strong McKinley Supportcr. 
Clarkson Quite Ill. 


St. Louis, Mo.; June 10.—The very serious 
business of selecting a candidate for the 
highest office within the gift of seventy 
millions of people is practically concluded. 

What follows will be the mere official 
recording of the votes and the shouting— 
the distinguished men, who entered as 
competitors against Ohio’s man of destiny, 
being forced to accept the small satisfac- 
tion of “honorable mention’ on the first 
ballot. 

All this is so apparent that no one risks 
even a doubt of it. Friends of the minori- 
ty candidates are ,whistling through the 
graveyard of impending defeat and hoping 
that “something may happen,” 

Something has happened, but not to the 
liking of the minority. It has transpired 
that the McKinley contesting delegates will 
be seated in the convention and assist in 
the temporary organization. First posses- 
sion will mean a title in fee to these seats 
after the credentials committee has report- 
ed and the permanent organization is ef- 
fected. 

The atmosphere about the various state 
headquarters that was so strongly impreg- 
nated with silver yesterday has undergone 
a change. It is not difficult to analyze 
this transmutation of metals. Whereas, 
the early arrivals were from the western 
states and territories where everything is 
silver toned, the arrivals today are from 
the Atlantic seaboard and the New Eng- 
land states where gold is a sacred dogma 
of faith. 

There was less of silver and more of goijd 
in the exchanges of opinions today. 

Primarily and finally all are republicans, 
and while the delegates from these sections 
widely differ on finances, it is believed from 
developments today that the earlier threats 
to bolt were blank cartridges, fired to test 
the purpose of the opposition. This easing- 
off in the talk of bolting has smoothed the 
way to a better understanding and the 
platform-makers’ work is made easier. 

A Silver Resolution Preparing. 
‘The California, Utah, .Nevada and other 
western delegates have not abandoned the 
fight and are preparing a silver resolution 
to be presented to the committee on plat- 
form. Colonel Isaac Trumbo, of Salt Lake, 
City, has the resolution in charge and will 
advocate its adoption by the committee. 
The magnificent auditorium in which the 
republican national convention will be 
held was formally dedicated with enthusi- 
astic ceremonies ,tonight. The interior of 
the building was brilliantly illuminated 
for the occasion and a crowd of over 10,- 
000 persons was in attendance. Speeches 
were made by Mayor Walbridge on behalf 
of the city of St. Louis; President Samuel 
Kennard, of the Business Men’s League, 
and ex-Governor E. O. Stannard. An 
elaborate programme of vocal and in- 
strumental music was carried out, at the 
conclusion of which the entire audience 


joined in singing the ‘‘Red, White and 


Blue.’’ 

The occasion thoroughly tested the acous- 
tic properties of the auditorium and they 
were pronounced perfect. The hall seats 
14,125 persons and the chairs are so ar- 
ranged as to give every Occupant an un- 
obstructed view of the chairman’s desk. 

Many of the prominent politicians who 
form the advance guard of the convention 
were present at the ceremonies tonight. 
The question of hotel accommodations for 
the colored delegates reached a crisis this 
afternoon and a speedy solution was de- 
manded by those committeemen having 
the matter in charge. Manager Henry C. 
Lawis, of the Southern hotel, was appeal- 
ed to and after a hasty consultation with 
a number of hotel proprietors the follow- 
statement was given out: 

“St. Louis, Mo., June 10, 1896.—To the 
National Republican Committee: In re 
gard to the accommodations for the col- 
ored delegates to the republican conven- 
tion promised by the Business Men’s 
League of St. Louis while in Washington 
last December, to be furnished by the 
hotels of St. Louis, [ am authorized tv 
say that the Southern hotel, the St. 
Nicholas hotel, the Lindell hotel, the Lac- 
lede hotel will live up to that promise in 
spirit and letter and will make nod dis- 
tinction whatever, but will grant to all 
delegates to the republican convention 
equal rights and privileges. Respectfully,

The Convention Called to Order. 


The tirst sersion of the repub- 
lican national committee lasted lass 
than an hour, Chairman Car- 


ter called the members to order at 12:15 
o'clock in the clubroom of the Southern 
hotel. Secretary Manley called the roll 
and Indian Territory alone failed to re- 


spond. 

Senator Gear was proxy for J. &. 
Clarkson, of Iowa, from whom a tclegram 
had been received saying that he had been 
taken ill at Philadelphia while en route, 
and might not be able to get here at any 
stage of the proceedings. A committee 
having been appointed to prepare resolu- 
tions of respect to the memory of ex-Na- 
tional Committeeman W. J. Campbell, of 
Illinois, who passed away since the last 
meeting of the body, the list of contests 
was read, 

At this stage R. C. Kerens, of this city, 
submitted a resolution providing for the 
prestince at the secret meetings of the com- 
mittee of representatives of each of the 
two press associations. This was an in. 
fringement of the established precedent 
of the body, but Delegate Isaac Trumbo, 
of Salt Lake City, supported it in a few 
vigorous remarks, and it went through 
unanimously. 

A motion to take up the question of terri- 
torial representation was ruled out by the 
chair on the ground that the territories 
must be reached in prope- order, and it 
was then decided to take up the contests, 
begintting with Alabama, this afternoon, 
and a recess was taken until 2 o'clock p. m. 
The Hotels for the Colored Delegates. 

As’ the committ#emen were dispersing

Mr, Manley announced that he had received , 


a large number of dispatches from dif- 
ferent parts of the country urging that 
on account of the lack of courtesy accorded 
the colored delegates, the convention, be 
held elsewhere. He added that, while he 
could not speak for the other hotels, he 
was authorized by the manager of the 
Southern to say that he would carry out 
his contract by receiving and entertaining 
every delegate who had reserved accommo- 
dations in the house, no matter what his 
color. This was received with applause. 
No other reference to the trouble was 
made. Each member of the nationel com- 
mittee and the leading delegates an the 
rround was furnished this afternoon with 
a guggested monetary plank for the plat- 
form, drawn up by R. C. Kerens. It reads 
as follows: " 

“We believe that our money shou!d not 
be inferio® to the money of the most en- 
lightened nations of the earth, and we are 
unalterably opposed to every scheme that 
threatens to debase or depreciate our pres- 
ent monetary standard. We favor the rea- 
sonable use of silver as currency, but such 
use should be to the extent only, and under 
such well-defined regulations that its parity 
with gold as currency can be easily and 
efficiently maintained. 

“AS consistent bimetallists, we are op- 
posed to the free coinage of silver at a 
ratio of 16 to 1, as a measure fraught with 
certain disaster to all commercial inter- 
ests, destructive to the interest of the wage- 
earner, and in the absence of international 
agreement, sure to lead to silver mono- 
metallism.’’ 

Mark Hanna is already taking a hand in 
the financial fight .and‘has set on foot a 
strong movement for a compromise. This 
afternoon he sent for a number of the 
southern delegates who are known to be 
friendly to McKinley and urged them not 
to push their demands for a gold plank. 
He fears a big defection in the west, and 
the whole power of the Ohio organization 
will be used from this time on to prevent 
the absolute over-riding of the free coin- 
age westerners. 

Alabama Contests Taken Up. 

When the committee reassembled at 2 
o’clock the Alabama contests were taken 
up without delay. 

David D. Shelby presented the case of 
the regular delegates-at-large—David D. 
Shelby, C.. W. Buckley, John W. Jones 
and W. R. Pettiford—representing the 
Vaughan wing of the party, while the in- 
terests of the contestants—wx-Governor 
William A. Smith, J. F. McDuffie, A. J. 
sWarner, colored, and W. H. Nixon—were 
looked after by ex-Chairman Moseley and 
the venerable ex-governor himself. 

The entire issue turned upon the right 
of the executive committee to make up a 
temporary roll for the state convention 
and the regular delegates scored a point 
by producing a telegram sent by National 
Chairman Carter on the night before the 
convention in response to an inquiry in 
which he said that it was the custom of 
the national committee to make up the 
roll, and that the chairman and secreta- 
ries of the state or national committees 
were only the servants of those electing 
Or appointing them. 

Heated speeches were made on both 
sides, and as soon as the contestants had 
withdrawn, Powell Clayton moved that 
the Buckley delegation be placed on the 
temporary roll. 

Senator Gear, of Iowa, proposed as a 
substitute, that the Smith, or Moseley, 
delegation be seated, while W. A. Suth- 
erland wanted the entire matter referred 
to a sub-committee of three, to report 
on Thursday morning. A suggestion from. 
Senator Shoup, of’ Idaho, that each dele- 
gate be given a half vote in the interest 
of harnmfony was met by so many cries of 
**‘No”’ and ‘“‘That’s not the way to get har- 
mony” that it was not pressed. 

Mr. Sutherland’s substitute Was’: voted 
down with a shout, and then the roll 
was called on the main question. 

‘Lhirty-four delegates voted to seat the 
Buckleyites and six the other way. 

Those voting in the negative were Fes- 
senden, of Cognecticut; Gear, of lawa; 
Leonard, of L6uisiana; Crane, of Massa- 
chusetts; Sutherland, of New York, and 
Perry Carson, of the District of Columbia. 

Next in order was the contest in the 
fourth congressional district, where Con- 
gressman W. F. Aldrich and H. F. Curry 
claimed precedence of the reguiar dele- 
gates—Thomas G. Dunn and illianr 8. 
Stevens. The latter, a bright colored man,. 
spoke for himself and his colleague, an 
ex-federal and member of Hancock’s 
staff, and despite a plausible statemem 
from Representative Aldrich, the colored 
man made out so good a case that the 
vote to sustain the regujar delegation was 
unanimous. 

The fifth district was passed until Thurs- 
day. 

in the seventh district, Charles D. Al- 
exander and John §S. Curtis, the regular 
delegates, told a story of attempted riot 
and threatened bloodshed at the district 
convention, while the contestants, Frank 
M. Morague and John I. Guzzell, sought 
to put another face‘on the matter. 

When the room had been cleared Com- 
mitteemran Paine, of Milwaukee, express- 
ed the opinion that the time had come 
to frown upon such conyention methods 
as those that had been narrated, and sug- 


gested that both regulars and contestants ‘ 


be excluded from the regular roll. 

Committeeman Hahn, however, moved to 
seat Alexander and Curtis, and there were 
but four voices in the negative. 

The eighth district contest was with- 
drawn and the names of the regular dele- 
gates, W. W. Simmons and H. V. Cashin, 
were placed upon the roll. 

In the ninth distriet Ad Wimbs, colored, 
and W. C. Hanlin, a Grand Army veteran, 
both adherents of the Moseley wing, con- 
testéd the seats of J. W. Hughes and W. 
L. Saunders. 

State Chairman Vaughan made the argu- 
ment for the latter, while Moseley argucd 
that what was sauce for the goose was 
sauce for the gander, and that the com- 
mittee could not decide against the con- 
testants in this case without admitting that 
—the facts being the same—it was wrong 
in the seventh- district contests. The com- 


mittee agréed with him, and Powell Clay-- 


ton’s motion to seat the colored man and 
the ex-northern volunteer was carried with 
a shout. 

At 6:15 o’clock the committee took a 

recess until 8 o'clock. 
And Georgia Contests Come, Too. 

When the committee reconvened at 8:15 
o’clock the contest on delegates at large 
from Florida and those in the third and 
fourth districts of California were made the 
special order for Thursday morning. 

Georgia was next in order, and Chairman 
Carter remarked as he surrendered tiie 
chair to M. H. DeYoung, sotto voce, that 
at the present rate of progress, the com- 
mittee would be still in session when the 
convention assembled on Tuesday. 

Only two-seats of the four delegates at 
large from this state proved to be contest- 
ed. R. R. Wright, colored, and who at the 
outset announced himself the original Mc- 
Kinley champion of his state, opened for 
the two contestants, himself and J. WU. 
HetHerington, an adherent of Senator Ailili- 
son, and who were chosen at a second state 
convention held after the first one had ad- 
journed. W. H. Smythe replied in behaif 
of the delegates attacked. J. Deveaux 
and H. A. Rucker, and showed from the 
sworn minutes that the two last named 
were selected by acclamation, the opposi- 
tion making n» protest tntil after the 
convention had adjourned. This and other 
roof was sufficient for the committee, and 
or a unanimous vote Deveaux and Rucker 
were seated. 

The other delegates at large are A. E. 
Buck and H. L. Johnson. In the first dis- 
trict of Georgia, R. W. White and 8S. 0. 
Cherry, both colored, contested the seats 
of M. J: Doyle and 8. M. Morse, colored, 
who were chosen at the regular convention. 
All four are McKinleyites, the two Jatter 
having been given instructions, Botha sides 
were accorc@d,a full hearing. F. I. Lyons, 
of the tenth district, a colored delegate, 
made a speech in behalf of Doyle. Doyle 
and Morse were seated with five dissen- 
sions. 

The ninth Georgia district contest was 
passed until tomorrow, and that in the 
eieventh was taken up. In this case the 
seats of 8S. M. Scariet and W. M.Jones, both 
colored, and instructed for McKinley, were 
claimed by W. H. Mathews and D. Outlaw, 
also colored, who were irstructed for Reéd 
by a convention consisting of seven bolters. 

Another exhaustive presentation @Ppatfti- 
davits and personal exp*riences of persons 
present at the convention was in order, 
and in the result Jones and Scarlett were 
seated with about a half-dozen votes in 
the negative. 

At 10:35 o’clock the first of the Kentucky 
contests was called, but several commit-

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BRADLEY SAYS 
HE'S FOR GOLD 


The Kentuckian Denies That He Ever 
Favored a Compromise. 


NO SECOND PLACE FOR HIM 


Neither Would He Ilave a Cabinet 
Position if Tendered.

HE WOULD RATHER SEE THE PARTY DEFEATED 


With a Gold Platform Than To Win 
on the Free Coinage Stand—Plain 
in His Language. 


Frankfort, Ky., June 10.—For nearly a 
week. Governor Bradley has been threat- 
ening to give out a statement in reply to a 
recent dispatch sent out from Washington 
to the effect that he had originally been 
in favor of a compromising policy on the 
financial question, but that he was induced 
by Governor McKinley to make the race 
for governor of Kentucky last fall on a 
gold standard platform, and further, that 
Bradley has since negotiated with Mr. 
Kinley and other presidential candidates. 

Articles have also been gent from hers 
stating that Governor Bradley had letters 
in his possession written to him by va- 
rious republican leaders, which letters he 
intended to make public. 

After laboring several days, the governor 
tonight gave out the following statement, 
which was carefully written and more care- 
fully revised: , 

Denies Mark Hanna, 

“I cannot permit the Washington dis- 
patch to The Chicago Record to pass un- 
challenged. In response, I deny that I ever 
was the representative of Mark Hanna in 
any way, nor is it true that my actions 
were ever controlled or governed in the 
slightest degree by what is politically call- 
ed in that dispatch the Platt-Clarkson 
crowd.’ There never was any combination 
between those gentlemen, or any of them, 
and myself, nor any any of my friends. 
I have not attempted to make terms with 
McKinley, or any of his managers, I 
have not offered to trade sixteen votes 
or any vote for vice president, nor will I 
be a candidate for vice president, nor would 
I accept any cabinet position, . 

“I did write to McKinley, and at the 
same | wrote to a number of leading re- 
publicans throughout the country concern- 
ing the Kentucky campaign. The insin- 
uation that I wrote favoring a straddle on 
the currency question, or that McKinley 
advised me not to pursue such a course, or 
said that the silver agitation was the re- 
sult of hard times, just as the greenback 
craze was the result of the panic of 1873, 
is totally false. I did not write him that a 
majority of the people of Kentucky were - 
in favor of free coinage, or that both par- 
ties were rapidly drifting thut way. My 
expressed opinion was that the Minneapo- 
lis platform was too general, and that the 
party must make a clear and distinct ge- 
lection. 

“My views are too well known to re. 
quire explanation in Kentucky. 
Wouldn’t Run on a Silver Platform. 

“Weeks before, the convention assembled 
at,Louisville, The Sunday Critic announced 
my declaration that I would not accept 
the nomination on a free silver platform, 
and I gave The Courier-Journal an inter- 
view almost as explicit. I have, time and 
time again, declared in favor of the gold 
standard, with every dollar made of equal 
value and against the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver. My canvass was made 
on a platform’ embodying these ideas, and 
I adhere to that platform now. I believe 
that sound currency will be the leading 
issue of the coming campaign. The honor 
of the republi¢é and the welfare of the 
people demand its correct solution. It 
is far above perscnal success or individual 
advancement, and in this hour of supreme 
trial, the republican convention should de- 
clare unhesitatingly in favor of the single 
gold standard. There is no time for squib- 
bling or evasion. We may lose some west- 
ern states. This loss will be more than 
compensated by gains in the old slave bor- 
der states, but if I thovght such declara- 
tion would cause the republican nominee 
to be defeated. I would none-the-less fa- 
vor it. 

“Success at the expense of the ‘national 
welfare would be neither creditable nor 
profitable. In justice to McKinley I will add 
that the statement in today’s Cou;ter- 
Journal that he wrote me recommendii¢ 
the adoption of a plank with a strong free 
silver tinge, is not true; neither did he or 
any one of the gentlemen addressed, sug- 


. gest anything of the kind.’’ 


REED WILL BE VOTED FOR, 


Under No Conditions Will He Accept 
the Vice Presidency. 

St. Louis, Mo., June 10.—The friends of 
Speaker Roed have given up the fight.

Wyeth City Was Almost Wiped Away 
by the Big Wind. 

Montgomery, Ala., June 10.—News re- 
ceived tonight from Wyeth City, the scene 
of yesterday’s cyclone, indicates that the 
loss of life will not be as great as at first 
reported. At present all but one of the 
injured are expected to recover, 

Wyeth City is a small manufacturing 
town, and most of the inhabitants are en- 
gaged in the basket factory. The cyclone 
struck the town while the men were at 
work, and this doubtless saved many lives. 
As early as 9 o’clock dark banks of clouds 
were seen to gather from all quarters, and 
all seemed to center where Brown's valley, 
Big Spring valley and the Tennessee valley 
meet. When the fury of the cyclone finally 
burst on the village everything was swept 
before it. Trees were whirled through the 
air, and the cotton and corn were plucked 
from the ground. One house was ieft 
standing, while thirteen others surrounding 
were demolished. Clothing, pillows and bed 
quilts are lodged in the topmost branches 
of trees alongside the mountain two miles 
away. 

How any escaped with their lives is a 
mystery to the hundreds who have visited 
the scene, But few escaped without 
bruises or broken bones. Very near all the. 
unfortunate people lost everything they 
had.

WITH HIS 0 
B. A. Cleghorn, from Maco, Attempts To 
Kill Himself at the Police Station. 


CASE’ OF DELIRIUM TREMENS 


Is a-Conductor on the Macon and Dub- 
lin Railway—Mysterious Papers 
Found on Him. 


E. A. Cleghorn, a young man about 
twenty-five years of age, attempted to com- 
mit suicide in a cell at the station house 
about 10 o'clock yesterday morning, No 
cause is assigned for the action, and had 
it not been for the accidental interference 
of the officers, he would have undoubtedly 


accomplished his purpose. 

Cleghorn is suffering from a severe at- 
tack of delirium tremens, and was carried 
to the station house from the Jackson hotel 
Tuesday night. He was in a bad condl- 
tion at the time, and gave evidences of 
having been drinking heavily. 

He is a young man of good appearance, 
and there is nothing wrong with his mind. 
He lives in Macon, and is a conductor on 
the Macon and Dublin railway. He was 
berh in Canada, and it is supposed that 
he came to this city yesterday morning. 

He attempted to take his own life by 
tying a silk handkerchief around his neck 
and twisting it with a lead pencil. He was 
totally unconscious when he was discover- 
ed. He was dragged out of his cell and 
water was dashed in his face, He finally 
regained his reason by means of artificial 
respiration. His delirium Wwas the cause 
that prompted the deed. 

Registered at the Jackson. 

About 9 o’clock Tudsday night Cleghorn 
registered at the Kimball from Chicago. 
He afterwards went over to the Jackson, 
and was given a room on the second floor. 
In a short while a pistol shot was heard 
in his room, and Officer Boon, who was on 
the street below, rushed up and found the 
man sitting on the floor, dressed in his 
nightgown, and with his pistol in his 
hand. 

The officer asked him what was the mat- 
ter, and he replied that a man and woman 
were in the next room trying to kill him. 
He appeared to be glad to see the officer, 
and consented to be taken to the station 
house. He put on some of his clothes, and 
would not leave the room until the officer 
promised to take his bottle of whisky, 
which was sitting on the mantel. 

Cleghorn was placed in a patrol wagou 
and taken to the station house. At times 
he seemed perfectly rational; again he 
would state that a man was following h'm, 
and that he was afraid he would be killed. 

He was placed in a cell and no charge 
entered against him. In about fiftcen min- 
utes the turnkey heard a terrible scream 
in the prison, and upon investigation, found 
the man apparently a raving maniac, He 
was of the opinion that some one was going 
to shoot him and would not be pacified. 
During the entire night he would have oc- 
casional spells of his delirium, and as morn- 
ing approached did not seem to grow ary 
better. Dr. Wright was summoned, end he 
pronounced it a case of delirium tremens. 

Tried To Choke Himself. 

Officer Boone had just left Cleghorn’s cell 
at about 10 o'clock yesterday morning when 
he was attracted by an unusual noise in the 
cell. He returned to the place, and found 
the man lying on the floor in a dying con- 
dition. The iron door was quickly opened 
and the almost lifeless body was drawn 
into the corrider. A silk handkerchief was 
twisted around his neck with the aid of 
a pencil, and his face was very biack. 

The handkerchief was immediately extri- 
cated, and the officers were diligent in their 
efforts to restore the man to consciousness. 
Water was dashed in his face, and by the 
use of artificial respiration he finally re- 
gained consciousness. 

At a late hour last night he was much 
better. He has never.consented to give any 
reason for his action, only stating that he 
did not want the man to kill him who was 
after him. 

The presence of the man in this city is 
a mystery. Quite a number of papers were 
found on his person, as well as railroad 
passes which indicated that he was bound 
for the north. 

Is a Peculiar Case, 

A letter was found in his possession ad- 
dressed to a relative in Ontario, Canada, 
requesting that $200 be wired him at once. 
The writer stated that he was in trouble, 
and would give good security for the 
money. The letter was signed E. A. Cleg- 
horn. It was dated the $th, and Was ready 
for mailing. 

Other papers were found which went to 
show that he is a conductor on the Macon 
and Dublin railroad. He refuses to state 
any facts regarding his identity, except 
that he lives in Macon and has a wife and 
several children. 

No charge was made against him at the 
station house, and he will be held until he 
is able to be released, He is a young man 
of good address, and had about $65 when 
arrested. 

Dr. Wright states that the man has a 
bad case of delirium tremens, and that he 
will be all right in a few days.

pression to financial views directly opposed 
to what Mr. Stewart termed the ‘“gold- 
bugs,’’ and demanded free coinage of sil- 
ver, The minority report was offered as 
a substitute for the financial plank of the 
majority report, Mr. Stewart making a 
long argument in favor thereof. While he 
was very entertaining and liberally ap- 
plauded, Mr. Stewart was not convincing, 
and the minority report was rejected. 

{n the committee on resolutions there 
were but five votes opposed to a sound 
money plank. The plank was finally 
adopted.

Gorman and Rasin, coming out without a 
scratch.

Populist Leader Marion Butler’s Pa- 
per Says It Cannot Be. 

Raleigh, N. C., June 10.—(Special.)—The 
Caucasian, Senator Marion Butler’s paper 
here, created a decided sensation today and 
crushed the hopes of the faction of the 
democrats who hoped to induce the popu-

THE PASSING THRONG. 


General Hooker, of Mississippi, passed 
through Atlanta yesterday on his way home 
from Washington, where he had been to 
see a sick son. ® 

General Hooker is an ex-member of con- 
gress and was a prominent figure in the 
contest for the United States senate last 
year. He is an ardent free coinage man. 

“Even the gold men at Washington are 
beginning to admit that the democrats 
have a good chance to win next fall,’ he 
said yesterday. ‘“‘They are amazed at the 
force of the, double standard movement 
which is now sweeping the country. Hav- 
ing gone down before it themselves, they 
realize the vast power in what they sar- 
castically called ‘a craze.’ There is no ques- 
tion about the democrats carrying the 
west and the south on a platform emphat- 
ically for silver. 

“Senators Cockrell, of Missouri, and Har- 
ris, of Tennessee, who have been directing 
the dissemination of silver. literature, told 
me just before I left Washington that if 
they had @ larger fund for this expense 
Maryland, Delaware and New Jersey would 
probably drop into the silver column. The 
republicans hardly know what to do. The 
east has not been worked up to the point of 
gracefully accepting a straddle in the re- 
publican platform and the west is lost to 
them unless silver is recognized, The gen- 
eral belief is that the platform will be a 
straddle. 

“On the other hand, the democrats will 
adopt a clear-cut platform unmistakable 
in meaning. Then we will have the nearest 
thing to a straightout fight.” 

Speaking of: candidates, General Hooker 
said ‘‘that around Washington there is more 
talk of Stevenson than of any one else. 
The only trouble with Stevenson is that he 
has not declared himself. He is regarded 
as a silver man, but when urged by silver 
men to come out in a strong letter he has 
kept silent. It is feared that this will 
weaken him with the radical silver men 
and it is generally conceded that the great 
mass of the people are extreme on this 
issue. The politicians are for compro- 
mises and vague declarations which will 
let them out either way, but the people 
demand that the democratic party shall 
commit itself ta the free coinage of both 
metals at 16 to 1. 

“The queen of England, about 1887, ap- 
pointed a commission to ‘ascertain the 
causes of the decline of silver and agricul- 
tural products. That commission, com- 
posed of some of the very ablest men in 
the kingdom, attributed the agricultural 
depression and the low price of silver to 
the demonetization of the metal in 1873. Two 
years ago the German emperor appointed 
a commission to report on the cause of the 
agricultural paralysis in Germany. That 
body, consisting of nearly a score of able 
men, embodied the English commission’s 
report in its own and said that it could not 
do anything better than to present that. 
The countries which precipitated demoneti- 
zation are heavey losers themselves and I 
see it stated that Emperor William is now 
studying financial literature himself and is 
going into the philosophy of the subject. 
I believe that silver will be remonetized by 
the leading countries of the world. The 
people demand it and presidents, princes 
nor cabinets can restrain them.”’

The Eminant Divine Delivered) the 
Commencement Sermon. 
Auburm, <Ala., June 10.—(Special.)—The 
ccmmenceinent exercises of the Alabama 
Polytechnic institute were most auspiciousr 
ly inaugurated with the commencement ser- 
mon by Dr. J. B. Hawthorne, The audience 
was composed of hundreds from the aif- 
ferent southern states. The text was He- 
brews ili, i2: ‘‘Take heed, brethren, lest 
there be in any of you an evil heart of un- 


belief in God.”’ 

The degrading effects of unbelief in its 
various modern forms of infidelity, athe- 
ism and agnosticism were explained In a 
forcible, logical way that all could under- 
stand. 


President’s Report. 

To the Trustees of the Agricultural and 
Meckanical College of Alabama: I res» 2ct- 
fully report that the condition of the 
college during the past session has been 
a cause of gratification to the friends of 
education throughout the state. The num- 
ber of students enrolled has been greater 
than ever before in its history, and the 
devotion to educational work on the part of 
students and faculty praiseworthy. The 
general order of the college has been ex- 
ceptionally good. 

The register shows there were 298 stu- 
dents enrolled, seven being young women, 
These were classified as follows: Postgrad- 
uates, 9: s2niors, 39; juniors, 48; sopho- 
mores, 67, freshmen, 58; special and ir- 
rcgular students, 46; preparatory or sub- 
freshmen, 32; their average age at en- 
trance being cver elght>2en years. Of this 
number 61 were non-residents, who repre- 
sented nine states, with one from Vene- 
guela. The others represented forty-one 
counties of the state. Of these Lee county 
had 59, Montgomery 28, Jefferson 11, Talla- 
dega 12, Marengo 11. Madison 10, and other 
counties a less number. 

The college is well prepared to do much 
higher educational work were the body of 
students better trained on entering the 
institution. The fact that many students 
of the lower classes are not well prepared 
for collegiate work necessitates a large 
amount of disciplinary training on the 
part of the faculty. 

There has been built in accordance with 
your action of the last annual meeting a 
greenhouse on the horticultural grouads 
20x80 feet, with front room 16x30 feet. There 
has also been constructed on the west end 
of the drill grounds a gymnasium build- 
ing 49x80 feet. It is proposed, when funds 
are available, to complete the basement 
and supply the same with water and bath- 
ing facilities. 

Physical education is recognized as an 
essential feature in all well organized insti- 
tutions of learning. The body must be ex- 
ercised, trained, disciplined, not for the 
sake of the body, but for the sake of the 
mind: the sound body is essential for the 
sound mind. 

In accordance with your resolution look- 
ing to securing cheaper board for students, 
the residence of Mrs. M. L. Mitchell was 
rented on the condition that she would 
board and lodge students, furnish- 
ing ooms, fuel and lights for $9.50 per 
month. The experiment has proved a suc- 
cess. For the greater part of the session 
she has had twenty students as boarders. 
each one thereby considerably diminishing 
his expenses. 

With your approval I will endeavor to 
make a similar arrangement with other res- 
idents of Auburn. By this plan the college 
is giving substantial assistance to young 
men cf limited means who desire an edu- 
cation. 

The plan of receiving students without 
entrance examinations on the certificate 
of the principal of those established schools 
where courses of study are satisfactory

has been published in the catalogue, with 


the approval of the faculty. It is believed 
that the plan will act beneficially to the 
college as well as to the schools concerned 
in introducing accurate preparatory work. 

Dr. Lucien Underwood, elected profes- 
sor of biology September 9, 1895, reported 
for duty at the opening of the session, and 
has performed the duties of his chair with 
entire satisfaction. He is widely and fa- 
vorably known as an eminent botanist, and 
I regret to announce that he has tendered 
his resignation in order to accept the im- 
portant position of chief professor of the 
department of botany at Columbia college, 
New York city. 

Professor E. R. Miller, who was elected 
adjunct professor of pharmacy at the last 
annual meeting, entered upon his work at 
the beginning of the session. He has prov- 
ed himself a faithful and competent teach- 
er, well qualified to build up this new de- 
partment of instruction in our state. Be- 
sides qualification for practical pharmacy, 
the department looks in the future to the 
preparation of young men to become manu- 
facturing chemists and thereby to aid in 
the material development of our state, 
and hence desirous of encouragement. 

The experiment station as now organized 
is capable of doing very efficient work for 
the benefit of agriculture and horticulture. 


‘It is very desirable that the officers should 


be brought in contact with the farmers of 
the state, so as to learn their needs and 
to impart information of value so far 
‘as they may be able. The mutual sympa- 
thy thus caused would enhance the infiu- 
ence of the experiment station and increase 
its efficieney. The farmers’ institutes, so 
popular and efficient in other states, have, 
for some reason, fallen into disuse in Ala- 
bama. It is earnestly hoped that they will 
be revived and opportunity be thus given 
our officers to meet and discuss with the 
farmers whatever may tend to the improve- 
ment of agriculture. 

The next commencement, 1897, will be the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of the college. In 
view of this fact, the faculty deem it ad- 
visable that exercises should be held at 
that time appropriate to the occasion, and 
that special efforts should be made to se. 
cure a large attendance of alumni and 
friends of education throughout the state.

The Southern Pacific Has Another Big 
Prosecution en Hand. 


AFTER THE CONDUCTORS NOW 


They Are Accused of Having Accept- 
ed Short Fares from Traveling 
Men Whom They Knew. 


The Southern Pacific having convicted 
two New York scalpers on Monday, is 
now pushing the proseciition of two con- 
ductors, charged with “knocking down.” 

The scheme of the conductors was to 
collect short fare, when the cash was 
paid, and keep the cash. This thing be- 
came so notorious among the drummers 


that they would watt for the trains run 
by Conductors Newhauser and Karr. 
These conductors did not charge more 
than about half fare. 

The evidence appears to be strongly 
against the prisoners. One of tiem de- 
nies that he is guilty. 

The evil started on the Southern Pacific 
years ago and it has grown ever since. 
The conductors are said to have made 
large sums out of the swindle. Finally 
it got so in New Orleans that the drum- 
mers would not buy tickets at all, but, 
would wait until they got on a train and 
pay then. The conductors put the cash 
in - their pockets. Some of these drum- 
mers have been on the stage. They swear 
— the tickets were only charged up at 
thelr market value. The men who did 
not itemize their bills could do as they 
pleased. 


From Atlanta to Mobile. 

Columbus, Ga.,. June 10.—(Special.)—A 
short while ago it was rumored that the 
Southern Railway Company might get 
control of the Georgia Midland railroad 
and the Mobile and Girard railroad and 
by extending the latter to Mobile and 
using the Atlanta and Florida road from 
Williamson to Atlanta a through route 
would be established from Atlanta to Mo- 
bile and a straight route from Columbus 
to Atlanta, controlled by one railwav 
company. 

This is an outlet which would be greatly 
appreciated by Columbus, and the rumor 
that there was a possibility of this route 
being established caused gereral gratifica- 
tion.

The (Mobile and Girard rail- 
road is controlled by the Central, and, as 
is well Known, the Georgia Midland was 
sold at public auction recently and bid in 
by the bondholders.

THINKS JACKSON IS INNOCENT. 


THE GREAT TRAGEDY OF THE 
WEEK DISCUSSED. 


| Singer Seaton Knew Jackson Intimate- 
ly and Talks Interestingly 
of Him. 


Arthur Randolph Seaton, one of the prin- 
cipals of the “‘Atlantians,’”” now singing at 
the Grand, is a personal friend of Charles 
H. Jackson, the man who is accused of 
having killed his wife in New York last 


Saturday morning. 
The tragedy is the talk of the metropolis 


just now. 

Mr. Seaton, who came to Atlanta only a 
few days ago direct from New York, 
is very indignant over hig friend’s ar- 
rest and incarceration, and states that 
Jackson is perfectly innocent of the killing 
of his wife. He thinks the wife was a 
suicide. ? 

Speaking of the case yesterday, Mr. Se 
ton said: ‘“‘Charley Jackson did not kill 
his wife any more than 1 did. Il have known 
him for three years, and he is the last 
man in the world to do such a thing. 

“Jackson used to sing with me in St. 
John’s church in New York. He had a 
sweet alto voice, and held his position for 
about a year. 

“IT took tea with Jackson at his home in 
New York about two weeks before 1 left, 
and enjoyed a very pleasant evening. His 
wife was one of the sweetest little women 
in the world ,and they are blessed with 
two hovely children, If there was any un- 
happiness in their home I never knew it. 
Mrs. Jackson always appeared very cheer- 
ful, and 1 am not aware of any cause in 
her life that should prompt her to take her 
own life, which I am positive that she did.” 

Charles Jackson is a prominent news- 
paper man of New York, and lives in the 
same city. Early last Saturday morning 
he was aroused by a pistol shot in his 
wife’s room. When he entered, he found 
Mrs. Jackson suffering from a wound in 
her temple, but still consctous. He then 
took her from her bed and walked with 
her around the room, while she talked inco- 
herently. 

He soon rushed outside for a doctor, and 
as he was leaving he heard the second shot, 
which caused the woman’s death. The po- 
lice investigated the affair, and deciued 
tio place Jackson under arrest. Con uent. 
ly he was remanded to jail, where he is 
now confined. 

Jackson is about cleared of the charge, 
however, on the statement of his little 
four-year-old son, Carter.

A telegram from Little Rock to The 
Louisville Courier-Journal states that 
the result of the Arkansas primaries in 
declaring for the free coinage of silver 
has been the almost complete elimina- 
tion of the populist party.

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Hungary’s Millennium. 

So rapid has been the progress of 
American enterpfise during the last one 
hundred years that little thought is be- 
stowed upon the vast difference in age 
between the United States and some of 
the older nations of Europe. 

Rarely is this difference emphasized 
except in the reading of history. Just at 
this time, however, an interesting paral- 
lel exists between the old and new 
workls which distinetly points out this 
difference, 

While Tennessee is preparing to cele- 
brate, with pomp and ceremony, the 
one ‘hundredth anniversary of her ad- 
mission into the union, the Hungarians, 
across the water, are getting ready fora 
magnificent industrial ¢xposition in 
honor of Hungary’s millenvium. 

Those who are not familiar with the 
difficulties which Hungary has been 
forced to surmount during the last one 
thousand years will at once picture be- 
fore their minds a display of resources 
such as might be gathered together in 
the United States after the expiration 
of that long interval of time. It should 
be remembered, however, that for cen- 
turies Hungary was the prey of foreign 
nations and that not until the last few 
years has the empire enjoyed anything 
like unbroken prosperity. 

When the celebrated Kossuth came to 
America, some fifty years ago, pleading 
the cause of Hungarian liberty, the em- 
pire at that time was completely at the 
mercy of its foes, and the star of free- 
dom was completely eclipsed. After fail- 
ing to achieve his country’s independ- 
ence, Kossuth retired to a small town in 
the northern part of Italy and there lived 
until the time of ‘his death, which oc- 
curred about three years ago. 

Though freedom was not achieved by 
the Hungarian revolutions, the realm of 
Austria-Hungary was left so weak that 
strength enough to govern could be ob- 
tained only by giving the Hungarians 
almost everything for which they had 
contended. ‘Today the Hungarians num- 
ber 8,000,000 people and they are vir- 
tually in control of a separate and in- 
dependent kingdom.

On account of his labors in this 
important field his reputation as a 
scholar and philosopher is scarcely less 
than that of his long and useful career 
as a Statesman of France.

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HIGH COURT 
MEETS AGAIN 


Governor Atkinson Presided at Another 
Convict Investigation Yesterday. 


COMPANY NO. 2 ON TRIAL 


The Kramer Camp Whipping Cases 
Thoroughly Discussed. 


state Agents—The Governor 
Makes a Pointed Talk. 


-- 


Governor Atkinson presided over anothei 
high court of investigation yesterday morn- 
ing. He investigated the charges against 
Penitentiary Company No. 2 growing out 
of the recent alleged brutal whipping of 
three negro convicts stationed at Kramer, 
Wilcox county. 

No decisicn was reached in the case, the 
governor reserving his opinion for the 
present. The investigation was brief, last- 
ing little more than an hour, No new facts 
of importance in connection with the mat- 
ter were brought out. 

It will be remembered that several weeks 
ago it was reported to Principal Keeper of 


the Penitentiary Turner that three convicts 
at Kramer had been unmercifully whipped 
by Whipping Boss Price at that place, 
Judge Turner made an investigation of the 
matter and he found that the negroes were 
really in a serious condition, their bodies 
exhibiting many bruises and evidences of 
their experience with the lash applied vig- 
orously by Price. When the matter got to 
the attention of Governor Atkinson he at 
once directed that the convict lessees be 
required to appear before him and show 
cause why they should not be punished 
according to law for allowing the whipping 
boss to treat the convicts in an inhumane 
manner. 

In response to that order of the governor, 
Captain W. B. Lowe and Mr. G. V. Gress, 
of company No. 2, appeared before the ex- 
ecutive in his private office at 9 o’clock 
yesterday morning to answer the charges, 
The g2ntlemen were rot represented by 
counsel and they made no technical de- 
fense, simply claiming that the iessees 
are not responsible for the acts of whip- 
ping bosses. The point was argued by 
Captain Lowe, Mr. Gress and Attorney 
General Terrell, the latter acting for the 
State in the investigation. 

The Investigation Begins. 

Governor Atkinson got down to his office 
at the hour stated and soon announced 
that he was ready to proceed. Judge Tur- 
ner, Mr. Terrell, Captain Lowe, Mr. Gress, 
Mr. Morgan Lowe and several others were 
present. Judge Turner told of the investi- 
gation of the whipping made by himself 
last month and of the condition in which 
he found the convicts. He stated that the 
convicts were whipped by T. J. Price, a 
whipping boss at Kramer, who had since 
been removed from office. The negroes 
are Will Williams, Marshall Robertson and 
Joe Peterson. Judge Turner said that the 
hegroes bore marks of the whipping more 
than ten days after the application of the 
lash by Price.

The Governor’s Pointed Talk. 

“I never dreamed for a moment that you 
did not cersider it your duty to look af- 
ter the convicts and see that they are prop- 
erly and humanely treated. I have always 
thought that it was the duty of the com- 
panies to lcok after the convicts and sve 
that their physical condition was all right 
and that they were given the treatment 
guaranteed them by the law. I thought 
that the lessees were doing that or I 
would have looked into the matter more 
closely than I have. I want the convicts to 
understand that they are required to work 
at hard !abor and observe the rules of the 
camp, but at the same time they must be 
treated as humans. I think that when the 
whipping besses find it necessary to punish 
convicts the lash should only be applied 
in the presence of the camp physician. I 
think that it would be well if such an ar- 
rangement could be made gnd I would be 
glad if the lessees would co-operate in the 
plan.” 

Captain Lowe ard Mr. Gress said that 
they would agree and co-operate, with the 
state in carrying out the governor's sug- 
gestion, and it is likely that in future when 
convicts are punished the camp physician 
will be present to see that they are not in- 
humanely treated by the bosses. 

Governor Atkinson stated before adjourn- 
ing the investigation that the lessees were 
responsible to the state for the proper 
care of the convics and that if they failed 
to do so the state could bring suit against 
the bonds of the lessees. Lease contracts 
eannot be canceled for the offense for 
which the lessees were tried yesterday.

Whipping Boss Price’s Position. 

A letter from Whipping Boss Price wds 
read giving his position in the matter. The 
letter: reads: 

“Kramer, Ga., June 5, 1896.—Mr. W. B. 
Lowe, President Penitentiary Company No, 
2, Atlanta, Ga, Dear Sir: In response to 
the governor’s summons and your letter of 
inquiry. regarding the alleged brutal whip- 
pings of three negro convicts in my charge 
at this place, I beg to submit to vou the 
following facts in the case, which will dis- 
abuse your mind, if sueh be necessary, or 
that of any other person familiar with the 
negro convict, of any idea that this charge 
is true. 

“The history of the whipping of those 
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three men, stated briefly, is as follows: 
Willie Williams stopped in the hospital 
and refused to comply with the orders of 
the camp physician, who requested that 
he be punished. 3 then ascertained that the 
punishment was in my mind just and at- 
tempted to infiict the same, but the negro 
vigorously resisted and had to be over- 
powered by four other convicts and held 
while whipped, and his continued wrig- 
gling caused the strap to strike him once 
edgewise, which made a slight break in the 
Skin, and the regro being affected with a 
constitutional trouble, a scab, was imme- 
diately formed. I struck the}!man ({ifteen 
licks with the strap. Joe Peterson I whip- 
ped for threatening an:1 cursing his fatner, 
a fellow convict, and in attempting to 
thrash him, had the same trouble as with 
the former mon, Williams, as he is a des- 
perate character and has always been con- 
sidered so by all of the other convicts. 
It required four men to hold him and the 
same accident happened that had occurred 
in the case of the man Williams, although 
the bruise in this instance was exceptional. 
ly small. Marshal Robertson, as cook, was 
allowed to go about in the stockade yard, 
but not outside of tne same, as he was not 
a trusty, but he slipped out past the guard 
one night to meet a negro womar, which 
wes, of course, against all penitentiary 
rules. For this I hit him fifteen licks, and 
I am certain that I did not,break his skin, 
but think, as he is smart enough and mean 
enough, he by some means unknown to me 
pricked his body, which caused a sore 
similar to those on the other two men. 
I feel satisfied that this is true, as this 
man is a mulatto who. is capable of any- 
thing to ;,ain an end. In view of the fore- 
going statements which I have not here- 
tofore made, as they were not requested, 
I feel no hesitancy in saying that [ am 
not guilty of any indiscretion. I have here 
many dangerous men, sentenced for life, 
and any slackness on my part or relaxa- 
tion of strong discipline in permitting the 
convicts to violate any rule or reguiation 
as promulgated by the state authorities 
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WHAT “WAGES” MEANS. 


An Important Decision Handed Down 
by Justice Simmons. 


An important decision that touches on 
the ever important garnishment question 
was handed down from the supreme court 
of Georgia Tuesday. 

The case simplified was whether or not 
a laborer who was doing work by the piece 
and getting a stated sum for each piece, 
but receiving his pay bi-weekly was subject 
to garnishment or not 

Chief Justice Simmons made the decision 
in the case and decided that in such cases 
the laborer’s wages were exempt from 
garnishment. . 

It is strange that this question concerl- 
ing garnishments has never before arisen 
in this state, but such seems to be the case 

In the decision Judge Simmons said in 
defining wages, “The word ‘wages meats 
the compensation paid to a hired person for 
his services.”’ 

The decision further showed that the 
compensation might be for a specified piece 
of work as well as for a specified time. 
and as such was wages and could not be 
subject to garnishment. 
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BEAUPRIE QUIT? NO! 
He Will Not Resign Until Next March, 


It Is Said. 
NO ELECTION NEXT MONDAY 


Mr. Beauprie Has Been Prevailed on 
To Remain a Year Longer, 
It Is Said. 


Those who have been expecting the elec- 
tion of a police commissioner at the meet- 
ing of council next Monday will probably 


be disappointed. 
It now looks as if the excitement of the 


election will be deferred until next March, 
and that the new council to be elected this 
fall will take part in the naming of a com- 
missioner. 

It is said by those who ought to know 
that it now seems that Commissioner Beau- 
prie will not resign, at least at present. 
It is stated that he may resign next March, 
but not before then. 

“Why should he?’ said a gentleman 
yesterday who takes great interest in local 
politics. ‘“‘There is no good reason why he 
should offer his resignation. He is still a 
citizen of Atlanta. His family is here and 
will remain here. His home will continue 
to be in Atlanta. He will be here Often 
and can come up and attend the meet- 
ings. 

‘‘Now, I don’t know Mr. Beauprie’s in- 
tentions in the matter. I am only speak- 
ing of what I have heard and in all truth 
I can see no reason why Mr. SBeauprie 
should get out and precipitate another 
fight in council over a police commissioner's 
place. None on earth. Mr. Beauprie is a 
good commissioner. He is well acquainted 
with the needs and affairs of the police 
board. He knows more than the average 
man does about the workings of the police 
department and can act with judgment and 
experience, even if he is in Macon a good 
part of the time. Now, as I say, I don’t 
know whether Mr. Beauprie intends to do 
this or not, but if he does intend to hold 
on there can be no strong objection raised,”’ 
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“Is it true, as has been rumored, that 
Mr. Beauprie’s resignation was written 
before the last meeting of council?’ was 
asked. 

‘I’m sure I don’t know,’’ was the reply. 
‘“‘Maybe it was. Maybe it will be turned in 
next Monday. I don’t know. But my 
opinion is that it will be next March before 
it is handed to council. That will nuappen, 
or I’m no“political prophet.”’ 

And that seems to be the consensus of 
opinion. The knowing ones all say that 
something of the kind will happen. It was 
the subject yesterday of considerable gos- 
sip and speculation among those who take 
alive interest in city political affairs. 
Mr. Beauprie was at his post in Macon, 
and, of course, could not be seen. 

But it appears certain now that there 
will be no resignation and no election of a 
new commissioner next Monday. It is said, 
however, that Mr. Beauprie wrote his resig- 
nation two or three days after the trans- 
fer of his office to Macon was decided on. 
The resignation, it is said, was turned 
over to a well-known Atlantian to be pré- 
sented to council. This was not done, and 
it is said that since that time Mr. Beau- 
prie has been prevailed on. to hold up the 
resignation. 

So there is a lull in gossip among the po- 
lice commissioner makers.

[| MR. HALSTEAD TELLS 


THE STORY OF C UBA. 


Murat Halstead, the veteran journalist of 
years and experience, who sees the truth 
clearly, expresses it vividly and speaks 
with judgment, has written the story of 
Cuba, bringing it up to within the past 
month. 

He nus oniy recently returned from Ha- 
vana and the value of his cpinions, formed 
from personal contact with the leading ac- 
ters of the war drama and personal obser- 
vation on the island, is recognized even in 
the highest official circles. His conclu- 
sions, therefore, are of universal interest. 

In Cuba Mr. Halstead had exceptional 
advantages for discovering the real state 
of affairs. He went in the capacity of a 
newspaper correspondent, but equipped 
with letters from high official sources, he 
was the recipient of many special courte- 
sies by the Spanish authorities from Gen- 
eral Weyler down. These favors did not 
blind his eyes to the truth, and in the 
extended story which he has just printed 
he has presented the real situation with a 
ring of genuineness that is convincing. 


Mr. Halstead’s point of view is more 
that of the editor and thinker than that 
of the mere observer and newsgiver. He 
has not only chronicled; he has comment- 
ed. He briefly sketches the struggles of the 
island for 400 years, ending with the war of 
1868-’78. The causes of that war are the 
causes of the present war. The burdens 
of taxation and the restriction of partici- 
pation in government which Spain imposed 
upon Cuba led to the first as well as to the 
last. 

But the present war will not be a ten 
years’ struggle, Mr. Halstead is convinced. 
It is his belief that it will come to an end 
within a year. The continuation of the 
war is impossible under the conditions. 
The insurgents have employed bolder meth- 
ods than in the former war. They have put 
the torch to the canefields without re- 
straint and have pursued a policy of de- 
stroying the sources of Spanish revenue 
that will of itseit hasten the termination of 
the struggle. 


The insurgents have pressed the war to 
Havana's very gates. Previously the rebels 
were confined to the eastern part of the 
island, but they have transferred the thea- 
ter of conflict to within an hour’s journey 
of Havana. Mr. Halstead states that he 
himself has seen the flag of the insurgents 
floating from a hill within a half mile of 
the Cuban capital. Old man Gomez, trem- 
bling with age, but still fired with uncon- 
querable purpose, is pushing the fight. He 
does not wish to see it prolonged. He is, 
as Mr. Halstead says, ‘‘an old man in a 
hurry.” 


Mr. Halstead’s impressions of General 
Weyler’s brutality are not reassuring to 
those who shudder at cruelty. Weyler, he 
says, is indebted for his appointment to 
his reputation for cruelty, while Martinez 
Campos owes his recall to his milder meth- 
ods. 

Weyler, thinks Mr. Halstead, will inevit- 
ably fail. And his failure will be surer 
and swifter than that of Campos. It will 
not be so much the fault of the man as 
the logic of circumstances. The task Wey- 
ler was sent to Cuba to perform is an im- 
possible one. 

Weyler is not liking in energy and de- 
termination, and Mr. Halstead is not con- 
vinced that he is lacking in brutality. He 
express2>d to Mr. Halstead his intention to 
follow a policy ef generous treatment [to- 
ward the rebels, but in the face of this 
declaration have come repeated accounts of 
horrible tortures and massacres perpetuated 
by the Spanish soldiers, the authenticity of 
which has been thoroughly established. 
James Creelman, a correspondent, was 
sent off the island by Weyler for publishing 
one of these stories. Mr. Halstead does not 
doubt that Weyler’s reputation for brutal 
cruelty has a firm basis in fact. His per- 
sonal study of Weyler and Weyler’s re- 
peated protestations that such was not true 
did not convince him that the Spanish gen- 


ral would give mercy to a foe. 


Of Gomez Mr. Halstead says many good 
things. 

“The grand old man of the war,” he de- 
clares, “is Maximo Gomez, a man of the 
greatest military capacity that has been 
displayed in this war, and that will give 
him a permanent place among the great 
captains. He is, of course, charged by the 
Spaniards with selling out to them when 
Campos played pacificator at Zanjou, but 
his little farm in San Domingo and his 
wife and children earning their living as 
music teachers and seamstresses, while his 
son, at the command of the father, pro- 
tects nvother and sisters, and holds a clerk-, 
ship, does not look like enrichment by 
bribery—to say nothing of returning to 
plunge again. into war in Cuba against, as 
he well knows, tremendous odds. The year 
of the military life of Gomez, just closed, 
has been not only the most brilliant in his 
long life, but it will rank high as a series 
of military achievements in which great 
things were accomplished by small means. 
There is no praise of accomplishments in 


War more exalted than that.’ 


ae 


The logic of history, says Mr. Halstead, 
is that Spain shall lose Cuba. The most 
intelligent Cuban, he remarks, must be 
aware that the island is already lost to 
them in the sense that it can no longer be 
profitable. The insurgents are not alone 
in their policy of burning and destruction. 
The Spanish, it is said, have destroyed the 
villages which the rebels have spared, their 
design being to reduce the country to such 
a state of indigence as that the rebels 
eannot obtain food. The warfare has no 
precedent in civilization, having become a 
competition of incendiaries and assassins. 


Mr. Halstead presents a vivid picture of 
the inflamed state of the island. The at- 
mosphere of Havana is faithfully conveyed. 
No clearer idea of the consideration and 
treatment accorded to Americans and to 
representatives of the press has been given. 
Mr. Halstead’s book is not made up merely 
of thoughtful comment upon the problems 
of the situation, but contains as well the re- 
cital of stirring incidents of the war and of 
happenings in excited Havana. A chapter 
is devoted to the details of the arrest and 
imprisonment of his newspaper colleague, 
Charles Michelson, and no part of the vol- 
ume throws stronger light upon the char- 
acter of Weyler than this. 

Weyler always accorded to Mr. Halstead 
the most distinguished consideration. As 
the dignified representative of the American 
press who had the ear of the American pub- 
lic, Weyler shrewdly realized the wisdom 
of treating him courteously. He reeceived 
him whenever he called and imparted such 
information as he wished to give out. 


Mr. Halstead says the future of Cuba is 
in dark doubt. What will happen in a year 
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| is beyond human ken. War is not the least | 


of horrors that now afflict the island; added 
to its terrors are those of yellow fever and 
emalipox. 4 

“The ocean steamers and trans-continen- 
tal railroads,” he concludes, “and the tele- 
graphs by land and sea have made of the 
earth a neighborhood of nations, and “we 
must assume our obligations as a great 
power. This does not signify that we are 
to rush into entangling alliances or enter 
freshly into unprofitable disputes or be- 
come excitable in the interpretation of in- 
ternational Iaw; but the fact is upon us, we 
cannot remain in rural retirement; we 70,- 
000,000.of people have a part to’ play in the 


drama of the advancing ages, and the real 


question before congress and the country 
is not so much the recognition of the bel- 
ligerency or the independence of the in- 
surgents in Cuba, as we should recognize 
ourselves. It is the necessity for self-un- 
derstanding fhat is first, before us, and 
then self-assertion with the dignity be- 
coming our power.”

New York, June 10.—The publication of 
the government report on the cotton crop 
has been the feature of the day, causing 
a violent break of from 10 to 15 points from 
the quotations ruling before it was read. 
As to the acreage portion of the report, it 
is about what the trade anticipated, but 
the condition (97.2 per cent) is the largest 
for many years, and surprised the trade, 
as they hardly expected above 90 per cent. 
This report has intensified the bearish feel- 
ing in the market, and it is difficult this 
afternoon to find any one who thinks well 
of the market. When the bureau report is 
a bad one, it is usually. accepted as the 
culminating point of the advance, and {ft 
may be that this bureau report marks the 
weakest point for some time, but that is 
not the sentiment of the market at the 
moment. After a weak period, due to a 
Cuban war scare and heavy southern sell- 
ing orders, the market rallied at the close. 
European buying by exporters was the 
feature of the afternoon, together with 
the persistent buying of August against 
sales .of October. Liverpool sold immedi- 
ately‘ after the bureau report was pub- 
lished, and the trade expects that market 
to open decidedly lower. The feeling 
throughout the south is bearish, and sup- 
plies the large offerings of the new crop 
deliveri.s which are absorbed by the conti- 
nent. 


Riordan & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 

New York, June 10.—(Special.)—This was 
aA field day in the cotton market. In the 
fcrenoon prices ruled steady to firm at 
figures slightly higher than vyesterday’s 
clesing quotations. The prevailing feeling 
Was bullish, but the splendid showing of 
the bureau report changed all this ‘n a 
twinkling. A condition of over 97 per eent 
With a further increase in the estimated 
acreage Was altogether too much ‘or the 
bulls, who had been hoping against hope 
for a substantial recovery.

THE STOCK MARKET. 


Trading Was More Active, but at ‘the 
Expense of Values. 

New York, June 10.—Trading at the stock 
exchange was more active today and, as 
of late, the increase in business was at the 
expense of values. The opening was rather 
weak, the impression prevailing that the 
silverites will receive more consideration 
at St. Louis than eastern people have been 
led to believe. Washington houses were 
free sellers of the list, and late in the day, 
when it was rumored that President Cleve- 
land intended to send a message to con- 
gress sustaining the insurgents in Cuba, 
prices broke rapidly.

Prices immediately recovered \%@*% per cent, 
Sugar showing the greatest strength. The 
improvement, however, was not general, 
and in the final transactions the market 
was irregular and in the main weak. In 
the specialties Tennessee Coal fell to 20% 
on the reiteration cf the reports of poor 
trade conditions for both coal and iron in 
the south.

Different Tips on the Government Re- 
port Worked Wheat Up and Down. 
Chicago, June 10.—Three separate ‘‘tips’’ 

on the government report were in circula- 

tion today, and each of them had a dis- 
tinct effect on the price of wheat. First, 
the one that was out yesterday—76 per cent 

—caused a weak feeling, as the reduction 

from last month would not be sufficiently 

radical to support the stand of the state 
bureaus, .Then, it became general talk that 
the condition would be given at 66, This 
seemed to suit the bulls, for on it they 
succeeded in rushing prices above yester- 
day's close, but, just when the market ap- 
peared to be the strongest, some one dis- 
covered that 78 per cent would be about 
right for winter wheat, and on that belief 
all firmness forsook the market and earlier 
buyers were the prominent sellers. During 
the last hour the New York stock market 
displayed a heavy tone-and wheat quickly 
slumped, the lowest quotations of the day 
being then established. It was the gossip 
today that much of the large holdings of 
wheat had been liquidated in the past few 
days, and the crowds were watching closely 
for the next move on the part of the big 
speculators. July wheat opened from 58k 

@57%c., sold between 585% and 5ic., closing 

at 5734c., %@l1c. lower than yesterday. Cash 

wheat was 1@l1%c. lower. 

Corn—Nothing calculated to help corn 
prices was heard today, but on the con- 
trary the information was almost entirely 
the kind most welcome to the bears. The 
principal reason ‘for weakness was _ the 
heavy tone of wheat. September corn 
opened at 28%c., sold between 29% and 28%c., 
closing at 28%c., a shade under yesterday, 
Cash corn was steady to 4@lc. lower. 

Oats were quiet and presented much the 
same appearance ascorn. Buyers and hoid- 
ers find no encouragement in the outlook, 
and agree in the opinion that an accident 
is the only hope they have. July oats 
closed unchanged from yesterday. The 
close was easy in sympathy with options. 

Provisions opened weak. Pork was part 
of the time, however, an exception, the 
packers buying of that commodity freely, 
prices rising on the good demand. As much 
could not be said of lard and ribs, but 
sympathized very indifferently. A heavy 
run of hogs at the yard caused demorali- 
zation in the market at that place. In 
the natural order of things this affected 
product. July pork closed 5c. higher than 
yesterday; July lard, 5@7%c. lower and 
July ribs, 5c. lower.

The Government Report on Grain. 


Washington, June 10.—The agricultural 
department's monthly crop report: There 
has been some diminution of winter wheat 
area, OWilng to the total failure of the crop 
in some sections, the ground being plowed 
up for spring wheat or oats. These re- 
turns give for the principal winter states: 
California, 3,011,000 acres; Kansas, 2,684,000; 
Ohio, 2,422,000; Indiana. 2,294,000; Illinois, 
1,906,000; Missouri, 1,418,000: Pennsylvania, 
1,259,000; Michigan, 1,202,000. Total winter 
wheat area, 22,794.000. 

Spring States—Minnesota,. 3,200,000; North 
Dakota, 2,530,000; South Dakota, 2,468,000; 
oe 1,224,000. Total spring area, 11,- 

From Minnesota the department’s agent 
reports: 

“Much larger area than in 189%, owing 
partly to the plowing up of fields of winter 
wheat and rye, but principally to the fact 
that farmers increased the spring’ wheat 
area at the expense of other crops, consid- 
ering it a better investment than oats, rye 
or corn.” - 

Since the May report the condition of 
wheat has fallen 4.8 points, that of June 
being 77.9 against 82.7 on May Ist. 

The percentages of the principal states 
are: Pennsylvania, 70; Kentucky, 65; Ohio, 
50; Michigan, 73; Indiana, 70: Illinois, 8&7; 
Missouri, 80; Kansas, 85: California, 98. 

The condition of spring wheat indicates 
a prospective yield that closely approxi- 
mates a full or normal crop, the average 
for the country being 99.9 per cent, The 
average for the year 1895 was 97.8. The 
averages for the principal spring wheat 
states are as follows: Minnesota, 92; 


Dakota, 115; North Dakota, 10; Washington, 
8; Oregon, 95. 

The percentages of the combined winter 
and spring wheat acreage are 101.7 and the 
condition of all wheat is 27.6. 

The preliminary report places the acre- 
age of oats at 98.9 per cent of last year’s 
area, and the general conditions at 98.8 
against 84.3 same date, 1895. 

The acreage of rve is 96.9 of last year’s, 
the condition of same being 85.2 against 
85.7 last June. 

The acreage of barley is 89.9 per cent of 
the area of 189% and its condition stands at 
98 per cent. 

The weather bureau reports for the week 
ending June Sth cotton and corn injured 
by drought in Texas and portions of Lou- 
isiana, but these crops in good condition 
elsewhere except for excessive rains in 
the lower Ohio and Central Mississippi 
vallevs, which have prevented corn and 
cultivation, as wéll as retarded wheat 
harvest. Insect injuries reported in 
eastern Colorado. Winter wheat harvest 
favorably progressing in the middle Atlan- 
tic states.

“CROP OUTLOOK BRIGHT. 


TORE UP THE TRAGKS 


Chattahoochee Brick Company Makes 


RAINFALLS HAVE GREATLY BEN- 
EFITED THE FARMERS. 


Cotton Growing Vigorously—Corn and 
Vegetables Are Thriving but 
the Peach Crop Is Short. 


The cHmate and crop report issued by 
the weathér bureau for Georgia -for the 
past week shows a very gratifying im- 
provement in the condition of agricultural 
affairs. Rainfalls have been plentiful, 
and though in some parts of the state 
there has been hail and severe storms 
have proved somewhat disastrous in sec- 
tions, the general progress of, the crops 
in the state for the past week has been 
gratifying. 

The folowing bulletin has been issued 
by Forecaster Hunt? 

“The past seven days have given a little 
too much rain in the northern and cen- 
portions, and about enough in the 
southern portion of the state. In the first 
named sections wheat hattvesting and 
crop cultivation was interrupted by heavy 
rains, and consequently grass’ is begin- 
ning to get a start. There is some com- 
plaint of cotton lice in the southern coun- 
ties, but not enough to cause alarm. Both 
the main crops, corn and cotton, are grow- 
ing vigorously; gardens and pastures have 
taken On new Hife, and all minor crops 
are generally in a flourishing condition. 
Wheat is being harvested, and it is 
thought will give a fair yield. Oats are 
poor, and the fruit crop will be very 
short. Cotton is beginning to bloom .-in 
the southern section and a few car loads 
of watermelons have already been ship- 
ped to northern markets. 


The Northern Section. 


“The reports recejved from the crop re- 
porters of the north section of the state 
this week have a more cheerful ring than 
any received heretofore this season. The 
weather has been excellent and all vege- 
tation has revived and is growing nicely. 
The rains have left the ground too wet to 
plow and has caused the grass to grow, 
but with a week or two of sunshiny 
weather the crops can be easily cleared 
of grass, Cotton is still in good shape. 
In some sections it is going too much to 
weed, and is not fruiting as it should, but 
on the whole, the condition of the crop 
is good. Corn is growing very fast and 
it is generally very well worked. The ma- 
jor part of the crop will be given ifs last 
working during the next two weeks. 
Wheat has about all been harvested and 
the yield is only fair. Rye is diso being 
cut. Oats are ripening. Suring oats are 
looking very good and will be over half 
a crop. Fall oats are not so good. Gar- 
dens are doing very well, and there are 
plenty of végetablés. Peaches have al- 
most all dropped off. Cherries and apples 
are also dropping off badly. The fruit 
crop will be very poor. Large quantities 
of peas are still being planted. Several 
hailstorms passed over portions of a num- 
ber of the northern counties. during the 
past eight days, doing considerable dam- 
age. Some lands ‘were also washed by 
heavy Trains. 

Central Section. 

“The splendid rains of the past week 
have put new life and vigor into all crops 
and grasses. Bottom land suffered some- 
what from overflows and local hailstorms 
damaged the fruit in some localities. 
There will be no peaches fit for eale. 
Forage crops are fine and melons, pota- 
toes, gardens, cane and all minor crops 
erowing vigorously. Cotton and corn cre 
well advanced for the season and a few 
blooms are noticed on early cotton. The 
weather has been too wet for killing 
grass, but the mafority of crops were 
clean at the beginning of the rains, and 
with an intermission of dry weather for 
a few days now, with proper industry 
farmers do not apprehend their crops te- 
ing fouled. Altogether, the reports of the 
week are very encouraging, except the 
oat and peach crop, Which are almost a 
failure. 

Southern Section. 

FAs was expected, the reports received 
from the southern counties of the state 
are better than last week, and ‘n fact 
better than any recetved heretofore this 
season. This section, during the past 
seyen days, has been yisited by copious 
and beneficial showers, which have core 
much to encourage the planter, and give 
all crops, which were drying up, a healthy 
spurt. Sowing peas and laying by corn 
has been the order of the day, and large 
quantities of peas are being planted. Those 
gardens which were burned up will now 
be replanted. A good many potatoe vines 
have been set out since the rain. All 
vegetation has improved and color is 
coming back in corn. Corn is now grow- 
ing fast, but will probably never fully 
recover from the effect of the drought. 
Cotton is as good as ever grown and 
many fields are in full bloom. There igs 
considerable complaint, however, of lice. 
Cane, potatoes and watermelons are fire. 
Fruit is poor; blackberries will be a big 


crop.” 
DISCOUNT ON TAXES. 


FINANCE COMMITTEE WANTS TO 
OFFER 1 1-2 PER CENT. 


Mr. Inman’s Committee Will Recom- 
mend That $100,000 Be Raised 
by Discounting Taxes Now. 


The finance committee will present 4a 
resolution at the next meeting of the coun- 
cil authorizing the tax collector to offer a 
discount of 1% per cent on taxes paid up to 
$100,000. The resolution will be agreed to 
by the committee at a meeting to be held 
before the council meeting next Monday, 
and reported favorably by Mr. Inman, the 
chairman. 

For several years it has been the custom 
of the city government to offer the tax- 
payers a special discount on taxes paid 
during the month of June up to a certain 
amount. That is done to replenish the city 
treasury during the summer months when 
little revenue is received because the regu- 
lar taxes and revenues are not 
collected until fall. At this time of the 
year the city has little money to defray its 
expenses, but when the revenues come in 
later in the year it is well able to pay its 
debts, 

A majority of the finance committee was 
in the mayor’s office yesterday afternoon, 
and they agreed among themselves to re- 
port such a resolution as indicated, Mr. In- 
man stated to the members that it would 
be necessary to have money, and he recom- 
mended that a discovnt of 1% per cent be 
offered for early payment of taxes, Mr. 
Bell, Mr. Tolbert and Mr. Dimmock agreed 
with the chairman, and the resolution will 
be supported and doubtless passed by the 
council,

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Sexton Clayton Will Offer To Pay Up 
and Resign His Office, 


COUNCIL WILL ACT TODAY 


The Cemetery Committee Will Recom- 
mend That the Sexton’s Propo- 
sition Be Accepted. 


City Sexton Clayton’s case will be up 
before the city council in special session at 
8 o'clock this afternoon. Mr. Clayton will 
submit a proposition to the city to make 
good any shortage found against him and 
to resign his office without demanding an 


investigation. 

The cemetery committee will submit a 
report recommending to the council that 
the proposition of Mr. Clayton be accepted. 
The committee will not submit formal 
charges against the sexton and,none have 
been formulated. It is thought that the 
matter can be settled by the council with- 
out going into the case by trial. 

During the past week the cemetery com- 
mittee has been looking into the matter 
and it has about calculated the lability 
of Mr. Clayton to the city as shown by 
the books and reports which are in pos- 
session of the members of the committee. 
It is thought that something like $2,000 will 
cover the amount claimed as due the city. 

The committee, Mr. Woodward, chair- 
man; Mr. Inman and Mr. Tolbert, held a 
short meeting yesterday afternoon and 
agreed upon a report to be made to the 
council this afternoon. The gentlemen de- 
clined to make known the nature of the re- 
port, but it is certain that Mr, Clayton’s 
proposition will be favorably recommended. 

Mr. Clayton has many warm friends in 
the council and in the city who are assist- 
ing him in straightening out his difficulties, 
and when the matter comes up for action 
by the council his interests will be looked 
after, It seems that there ig no disposition 
to embarrass the sexton by insisting on a 
public investigation, and if the council 
and Mr. Clayton can agree on the details 
of a settlement, such a disposition will 
likely be made of the case, 

The nature of the affairs of Mr. Clay- 
ton’s office have been recounted in the pa- 
pers. It is said that he used material be- 
longing to the city in-carrying out private 
contracts, and that he caused some of the 
city’s employes to do work at his home 
without charging the same to himself, It 
is said that he used the city’s brick and 
material in contract work at the ecemetery. 

Several other complaints against the sex- 
ton have been made to the cemetéry com- 
mittee, and the sexton has ad- 
mitted that certain of the charges are 
true. He offers in extenuation the state- 
ment that the affairs of the office have 
been conducted by him after the same man- 
ner as practiced by some of his predeces- 


sors, 

It is that Mr. 
at first decided to fight the charges 
against him, but. later changed his 
mind, concluding to adopt the course indi- 
cated in The Constitution two days ago 
and as now stated. His attorney, Mr. Ar- 
nold Broyles, will probably appear before 
the council this afternoon and explain Mr. 
Clayton’s proposition. 

Mr. Clayton is under suspension, © the 
council taking that action when the mat- 
ter came up two weeks ago, Several citi- 
zens have been mentioned as possible can- 
didates for his office in the évent that it is 
made vacant either by resignation or re- 
moval. a

DR. F. D. THURMAN DEAD. 


AN AGED CITIZEN PASSED AWAY 
YESTERDAY. 


For Many Years He Has Been a Citi- 
zen of Atlanta—A Gentleman of 
the Old School.

Dr. F. D. Thurman, one of the oldest 
and best known citizens of Atlanta, died 
last night after being sick for only a few 
days. 

Dr. Thurman was known throughout 
Georgia and was one of the most highly 
respected men of the city. For years he 
hus been living a retired life, and being 
immensely rich he was able to do this 
with ease and comfort. 

He was an eccentric old gentleman, and 
at the time of his death was seventy-eight 
vears of uge. For more than a year he 
has been in feeble health, but nothing 
was thought of this until a few days 
ago, when he was compelled to go to bed, 
and renrain in his room. It was thought, 
up to a very short time before his death, 
that he would be well in a few days, and 
his sudden demise was a shock to _ his 
friends and family. 

Dr. F. D. Thurman came to Atlanta 
some time before the war as a dentist. 
He was originally a Virginian, and came 
here to practice his prvufession. In a 
short while, by his superior skill and at- 
tention to business, he won for himself 
the place as leading dentist of the city, 
place which he held until he _ retired 
some time after the war. 

Hie was a gentleman of the old school 
and was known as being very eccentric. 
When blue giass was the fad of the day 
he was the first man in the city to put 
one of them in. He never sought for pub- 
lic notoriety, and led the life of a quiet 
citizen. . 

With his enormous wealth he was en- 
abled to do many*tacts of Kindness and 
was known for his generosity. 

The funeral arrangements have not been 
made yet, but it is more than likely that 
it will take place from the residence to- 
morrow at 10 o’clock. The interment will 
be at Qakland cemetery.

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Hints to Women Who Ride the Bicycle. 

Women who own bicycies find that they 
require almost as much care as babies. The 
wheel will not brook carelessness or ill 
treatment. If it is not properly cleaned, 
oiled and kept in repair, it will soon re- 
yenge itself by becoming practically use- 
jess, and demanding the expenditure of 
money to make it fit for work again. 

There are many who would like to keep 
their wheels in good condition if they 
knew how to do it. Beyond a general idea 
that the machine must be kept ck an, and 
oiled. they know nothing about it, and are 
continually in difficulties. To assist such 
women, one of their own sex, who is an 
expert wheelwoman, and who has studied 
the machine intelligently, has written a 
book. This practical young woman Is Marie 
E. Ward. She calls her volume “Bieyeling 
for Ladies,’’ and in it she gives a number 
of useful hints that should be learned by 
heart by every woman who has a wheel, 
or intends to have one. 

Her advice to the beginner is particular- 
ly worth remembering. She makes the 
naive suggestion, first of .all, that you 
ghould not try to get the better of your 
wheel. You cannot teach it anything, and 
there is really much for you to learn. When 
you are mounted, attend to the bicycle 
and to nothing else. Don’t attempt to 
talk, aad look well ahead of the machine, 
certainly not less than twenty feet. Re- 
member that the bicycle will go wherever 
the attention is directed. The author does 
not say that this fixing of the attention at 
twenty feet ahead will give the rider the 
“bicycle face,” so perhaps it won't. 

In sitting upon the wheel the spinal col- 
umn should maintain the same vertical 
plane that the rear wheel does, and should 
not bend latterally to balance in the usual 
manner. A new balance must be acquired 
and other muscular combinations than 
those that are familiarly called upon. 
To wheel by rule is the better plan until 
the natural balance of the bicycle is de- 
veloped. Sit erect and sit still.

He will receive no further 
punishment for his unfortunate deed, as 
the entire amount of his fine has been paid 
by his fellow officers and his friends, and 
the sentence of six months has been com- 
muted by the governor. 

Hudson will probably not report for duty 
until his boy, who is now very low with 
typhoid fever, begins to recover. While the 
little fellow’s life is rot despaired of, yet 
he is very low, and will not be able to be 
out for several days. 

Expresses His Thanks. 

As an evidence of his great apprecia- 
tion of the kindness of the police depart- 
ment in paying his fine and having his 
sentence commuted, Mr. Hudson yesterday 
addressed the following letter to the de- 
partment, and it was read to all the men 
on the several watches: 

“Atlanta, Ga., June 10, 1896.—Captain A. 
B. Connolly, Officers and Brother Patrol- 
men: Permit me in this feeble way to ex- 
press to you the gratefulness of my heart 
and thanks of myself and family to each 
of you for your valuable aid and assis- 
tance in my behalf. Words are often inad- 
equate to express the deeper feelings of 
the heart and I am sure that if an oppor- 
tunity ever offers itself to me or my family 
in any way that I can return this favor 
my gratefulness will then be made mani- 
fest. I sincerely hope that none of you 
will ever be placed in my position. If you 
should be, I promise you that I will 
be as true and loyal to you.as you have 
proved yourselves to me. I hope that from 
this a lesson may be learned that will make 
us more grateful, and that each may say:

He Says His Future Course Depends on 
the Result of an Investigation. 


HE TALKS OF _ HIS RAGE

And Says That He Was Defeated by 
the Circulation _of Charges 
Which Were Untrue.

Hon. Charies 1. Branan has returned 
from Douglas county, where he has been 
investigating charges made In a circular 
which he says were scattered at ig polls 
and placed in the hands of voter 

Mr. Branan thinks he has been placed 
in a very wrong attitude before the public 
on account of the charges that he was a 
goldbug, which were printed in the circu- 
lars. 

In an interview yesterday afternoon he 
explains his presence at the Memphis 
convention, stating that he was also pres- 
ent at the silver convention a few days 
later at Griffin. 

Asked as to the intimation from Dou- 
glasville that he would run as an independ- 
ent, Mr. Branan said: 

“Il am the last man to think of bolting the 
nomination when fairiy defeated. If I fol- 
lowed Mr. Livingston’s example I would 
certainly say at once that I. was an inde- 
pendent. In 1874, when he ran for the 
legislature in the’democratic nomination in 
Newton county against Mr. Jonn B. Davis 
and Mr. Manson Glass (this was when two 
representatives were elected from this 
county), he was defeated; and on account 
of a circular issued on the day of the elec- 
tion, which he said contained a falsehood 
in reference to himself, he joined hands 
With a republican, ran as an independent 
and beat the nominee. 

“Now, he or his friends issued a circular 
all over Rockdale county containing statle- 
ments. regarding myself which Tie knew 
were not true, besides circulating the con- 
tents of the same through his co-workers 
at the polls throughout the day, both in 
this county and Campbell. 

“In this «ircular he charged me with at- 
tending a goldbug convention at Memphis. 
1 did attend a ‘convention’ in Memphis, by 
invitation of the chamber of commerce of 
that gity. The invitation did not say any- 
thingy about gold or silver. As I had never 


Een to Vene: zuela and did not Know it all, 


I was in search of light on the financial 
question, and when the following sentence 
in the letter of invitation was read out, 
viz: ‘We desire that this convention be 
composed of men who believe in a sound 
and stable currency, and better banking fa- 
cilities, in order to fully restore, and in the 
future maintain, prosperity among the 
people,’ I readily accepted the invitation 
and I found on my arrival in Memphis 
strong friends of silver other than myself. 


Says He Was at Griffin. 


“On my return I took great pleasure in 
attending the silver convention at Griffin, 
in order to inform myself still further on 
the financial question. 

“Mr. Livingston steed upon the plat- 
from at Griffin, and, holding a silver dol- 
lar iy his hand, said: ‘I want to see the 
day When this dollar will be as good as any 
dollar,” when he knew very well that the 
doliar he held was as good as any dollar, 
and he was criticised, not only by the au- 
dience, but by the people in the train on 
their return home. 

‘Further, the circular referred to stated 
that I was in favor of garnisheeing ‘your’ 
daily and monthly wages, and that I[ in- 
troduced a bill in the legislature last year 
to that effect. My bill did not reach the 
Wage earners of Rockdale county at all, 
and very few in Fulton county, and to ex- 
plain the nature of the bill I quote from a 
letter sent by me to a friend who inquired 
about the bill: 

“Certain politicians are attempting to 
injure my candidacy ‘by misrepresenting 
the action taken by me in presenting to the 
last legislature a ‘“‘garnshment bill.’’ This 
measure would not have affected the man 
earning one dollar or less per day. Its 
aim was to secure to the creditor of the 
laborer who received more than a dollar 
per day 50 per cent of the latter’s wages 
in excess of that dollar. Thus, under my 
bill, the creditor of a wageworker earning 
$2 per day would have been able to gar- 
nishee such workman's Wages to the extent 
of 50 cents of every $2. 

‘** ‘I regard it as one of the greatest griev- 
ances of the laboring man that the state 
laws cause him to be looked upon as a 
bankrupt. He is often powerless to meet 
his obligations promptly, frequently being 
unable even to pay cash fora coffin for his 
dead,- and I realize the importance of his 
being in a position to secure reasonable 
credit.’ 

Favors Free Coinage at 16 to 1. 


“The circular also stated that I was 
against the free coinage of silver. My 
platform states plainly that Ll am in favor 
of the free coinage of silver at the ratio 
of 16 to 1, and in all my public and private 
utterances I did not hesitate to Say as 
much. 

“I stated in Douglasville that a man 
who lied against me was lying against the 
Wrong man, ,and [ did not believe my 
friends would permit this, nor that the 
democratic party would be led by a man 
who would be guilty of such a thing. 

“[ have tried to run a clean race and 
have gone so far as to tell a club of 1,S0v 
men not to indorse men; that I wanted 
them to go to the ballot ‘box and cast their 
votes without being influenced in any way 
except by patriotic and conscientious con- 
siderations. I also made the same state- 
ment to the commercial travelers’ organi- 
zation, which desired to indorse me. 

“There is no doubt in my mind that my 
efforts to place the officers of Fulton county 
on salaries instead of fees, and thereby to 
Save the taxpayers a large sum of money, 
have done me much harm in this nomina- 
tion, but I have confidence in the future and 
believe the day will come when it will be 
otherwise. Besides, my brother and my- 
self have been active in securing city of- 
ficials who would serve the ciitv’s best. in- 
terests, and have lest many political friends 
in so doing. 

‘“‘As far as coming out as an independent 
democrat is concerned, I will investigate 
further as to the dirty work that has been 
done against mein this nomination.”’

MEHAFFEY’S. CASE IS ON. 


HE IS CHARGED WITH STEAL- 
ING MONEY FROM THE MAGS. 
Much Interest in a Mysterious Case. 
Mehaffey Claims That He Found. 
the Check. 


The case of C. M. Mehaffey, a fireman 
on the Georgia Pacific division of the 
Southern railroad, charged with stealing 
a check from the United States mails, is 
being tried before Jvdge Newman. A|{ll 
of- the witnesses in the case were exanft- 
ined yesterday, and this morning the case 
will be argued. A verdict will probably 
be reached this afternoon. 

It seems that in October last, A. H. 
Riggs, a grocer of Temple, Ga., bought a 
bill of eXchange on Maddox & Rucker 
from Griffin & Endiken, of that place. 
The check was for $71.16, and was made 
payable to Riggs, and indorsed in his 
name by his son. The check was mailed 
in a letter to John Silvey & Co., of this 
city. Riggs’s son swore that he maXed 
the letter, as did several witnesses. 

Silvey & Co. failed to receive the check 
or the letter, either, and made Riggs 
aware of that fact. Mr. Riggs began an 
investigation, and, after a search, traced 
the letter through several hands back to 
Mehaffey. The letter was also found in 
his possession, but, strange to say, the 
stamp had never been canceled. 

Mehaffey claims that he found the Iet- 
ter in the envelope under the platform 
of the depot, and further claims that he 
bought the check from a mran unknown to 
him. 

Mehaffey is a fireman on a local freight 
train, and his train gets to Temple one 
hour after the mail train. The letter was 
mailed early enough to go on the mail 
train, and it is claimed by him that he 
had no chance to get the letter even if he 
desired to do so. 

He readily admitted the possession of 
the letter, but has all through stuck to 
his original statement in regard to finding 
it under the platform of the depot. 

Postoffice Inspector Jones testified that 
it was nothing unusual for letters to go 
through the mail without their stamps 


- being canceled. But, notwithstanding that 


fact, those interested are puzzled over the 
fact that the letter was found in the 
hands of Mehaffey in an uncanceled con- 
dition. 

Mehaffey sold the check to parties in 
the city, but when he found that it was a 
suspicious paper he gave them back’ the 
money. 

Menaffey claimed that several persons 
saw him buy the check, but when asked 
to give their names he stated that he had 
forgot them. 

The case is a very strange one, sur- 
rounded by a great deal of mystery. It 
will be taken up the first thing this morn- 
ing, and a verdict will probably be brought 
in by the jury early in the afternoon, 
meanwhile the end is awaited with in- 
terest.
